was a most serious affair. The accident hap-

*‘Gead'’ switch.. Nine persons were killed 
and twenty-three others injured more or less 
in the accident. The management of the road 
has laid the Dlame on the shoulders of Ed- 
ward McGary, guardian of the dead switches 
atthe point where the accident occurred. 
There area numberof such switches at this 
point and they are used to side-track trains 
in case of accident in the tunnel which begins 
100 feet east of the spot. 
~The train consisted of six open passenger 
coaches. Itleft Manhattan Beach at 6:05 p. 
in., and, with an immense crowd of Sheeps- 
head race-goers aboard, it reached the dead 
switches. Engineer Barker ts. positive he 
got the signal to go ahead from the 
switchman and started towards the tunnel. 
As the engine struck the switch a loud crash 
followed and the locomotive, followed by 
the first three cars, managed to reach the 
tunnel’s mouth, where it stopped. The 
other cars were capsized on one side of the 
track, and hundreds of person, -pinned to 
the ground beneath them, struggled and 
screamed for assistance. 

Vonductor Armstrong telegraphed for 
surgeons from Parkville and Engineer Barker 
cut loose the engine for Brooklyn, Before 
long there was plenty of assistance on the 
scene. The toppled-over cars were raised 
and the wounded passengers extricated. 
The moaning and shrieks of the unfortunates 
were heartrending. One man, Quimby, who 
was rescued bleeding and wounded, felt the 
loss of blood and his bruises keenly. He 
said: ‘*I won $6,000 at the races and I go 
home now in this condition.’’

MONOPOLY AND OOMPETITIVE PRICES. 
A correspondent who thinks the public 
should be willing to pay high trust prices 
because it got the benefit of ruinous. _com- 
petitive prices, seems to assume that two 
wrongs make a right. 

The ruinous cémpetition was no fault of 
the public except so far es the people, un- 
der the tutelage of aspiring monopoliste, 
permitted the restrictions of the markets 
while encouraging the extension of busi- 
ness beyond the limit of a healthy demand. 
Tempted by offers of protection from for- 
eign competition ventures ‘were made 
which did bring abnormally high returns. 
These’ profits incited still others to enter 
the field until in many businesses the 
closed market was glutted, prices fell, 
bankrupicy followed and the whole popu- 
lation suffered toa greater or less extent 
from the misfortunes of a few individuals. 
The. people got the benefit of such low 
pricesas resulted from this overstimula- 
tion, but they paid dearly for it in the 
subsequent disturbances of business and 
dislocation of trade. , , 
The sufferers learned a lesson from ex- 
perience, however. They learned that 
competition was needless where: monopoly 
was possible; and then the trust appeared. 
The projectors of these combinations are 
not only manufacturers and dealers in 
wares which the people cannot do without} 
and which they sell at monopoly prices, 
but they are also manufacturers and vend 
ers of ‘‘trust -certificates,’’ debenture 
bonds and such like stuff, which they un- 
load upon the market for much money and 
buy in for little, They make up the losses 
incurred by’ ruinous competition many 
times over by selling their wares and 
manipulating their securities. The public 
in both cases have to bear the burden. The 
benefit in the first is illusive, the losses in 
| the second unmistakable and heavy.

Some of the married 
teachers may. be admirably fitted by 
ability, training and experience for 
their places. They may be the better 
teachers because they are married, and this 
rule deprives the schools of their needed 
services in order to make room for inex- 
perienced young teachers. 

The point that graduates of the normal 
schools should be provided with places is 
not worth consideration. The interests of 
the schools, not of teachers, are to be re- 
garded. The schools should be conducted 
asthe best possible educational institu- 


schools for the benefit of young teachers 
orasameans of favoring the friends of 
school directors. 

In the matter of need married teachers 
sometimes have greater claims for consid- 
eration than unmarried teachers, Some of 
them have husbands who are rather bur- 
dens than helps; some have children to sup- 
port and educate by their own exertions. 
Are they to be deprived of an occupation 
for which they are thoroughly qualified, 
and is the city to lose their valuable 
services because some young women want 
places? 

The anti-married woman rule is unwise, 
unjust and altogether unsound. It is a 
discredit to the Teachers Committee and

The representatives of the Christian En-
